stands directly across the street from 
the Hall residence) had told the police 
he saw a woman run down the street 
about 2 oclock Friday morning and 
enter the Hall home. Detectives said 
he made no report of seeing a man 
with the woman. 
"I am tied by my sitter's honor and 
that of my family. They are not go- 
Ing to question me,' *aid Steven* when 
asked by the affair. 
He declined to 
comment on the mystery surrounding 
the double shooting, and said he was 
going out of town, and would not an- 
questlons. 


A day of investigation, authorities 
said, had failed to life in any material 
way the veil of mystery which shrouds 
the deaths of one of the widest known 
members of the Protestant'Episcopal 
clergy in New Jersey, and tho wofe 
of the sexton who wa* known only be- 
yond her Immediate neighborhood for 
the work she had done as the leader 
of the church choir. 
County Detective Totten said all as- 
pects of the 
case still remained 
"baffling." 
He added, however, that 
the theory that robbery was the mo- 
tive of the double shooting had been 
doiscarded. 
When the rectors body 
was found his gold watch was missing 
and only a few cents were in his pock- 
ets. 
Expert Trap Shooter 
The detectives said Mrs. Hall had 
been questioned twice by himself and 
his assistants and Charlotte Mills, the 
16-year-old daughter of Mrs. Mills, 
once, at some length. 
Totten said it had been learned 
that Mrs. Hall was an expert trap- 
shooter./ 
Mrs Hall told him Totten said, that 
after h«r husband received a. telephone 
call Thursday'night, he informed her 
he was "going over to straighten out 
the Mills bill." She explained to the 
detective that this referred to Mills 
wages as sexton. 
She related that when her husband 
did not return at midnight, she grew 
nervous and at about 2 o'clock, went 
to the church to see if he had been 
"detained there.' Mrs. Hall according 
to Totten said she thought her hue- 
band had gone to the church. 
Detective Totten pointed out that 
Miller bad told him it was a telephone 
message which also called his wife 
from their home on Thursday night. 
It was in answer to a. question from 
Mills message that the sexton eaid his 
wife answered, "If you really want to 
know where I'm going*, follow me and 
find out." 
Detectives also attached significance 
to the fact that Milte told them that 
when his -<yife failed .o return-Thurs- 
day night he, too, 'vc-r-t to the rhureh 
about 2 o'clock "for spiritual conso- 
lation" ind remained for some time, 
but that he did nor report meeting 
Mrs. Hall there until about 9 o'clocK 
In the morning.

If war bomba contalnibff bleb explo- 
c!v«a had been tmed the Agamemnon, 
expert* aayV would certainly have been 
very badly damaced ,lf not actually 
flunk, '.The airplanes operated from 
a bap* of 30 mllea away. 
One of the wondera of the demon- 
stration was the beharior of the Ag- 
amemnon' herself.

wirelea* control, directed from a de- 
stroyer. Without a human being on 
board she ; twisted and turned at a 
speed varying from six. to IS knots. 
Her fires were stoked with- oil fael and 
she manoeuvered throughout a lour 
day aa if she had a full orew aboard. 
The ' attack at point . blank range 
were very spectacular and exciting. 
Four snipers flying at 1-20 miles an 
hour dtved at the Agamemnon one af- 
ter another until they were about 150 
feet above the sea. and dropped bomb* 
in pairs. Each "sniper" swung round 
almost< on its heel and was back again 
"to drop two more. Each bomb on ex- 
ploding emitted a cloud of white amoke 
eo that In two minutes the Agarnem- 
non was wrapped In smoke from end 
to end .and looked as if she wore on 
f i r e .

PARIS, Sept 16.—Another step in 
the plan to "moor the new 
world 
alongside the old" has been taken 
here i»y the opening 
of .the'great 
French wireless station^ at. SaiirtV 
Aes6iser~This Is describeovasthe big- 
S»c wireless station in the world, and 
it has a capacity. Its builders say, 
of 1.000,000 words a day. Messages 
have already been sent at the rate Of 
80 words a minute with 
perfect 
clearness, «and when the equipment 
is completed It will be possible to 
send five or six messages simultaneous- 
ly, with a total output of 600 words a 
minute. 
Saint-Assise. which in future will 
carry 
the !>ulk of 
wireless com- 
munication 
oetween France and 
America, Is worked from the center 
of Paris by means of a long-distance 
control system. The central office 
near ths Paris Stock Exchange, toy 
means of six receiving centers In the 
suburbs, picks up messages destined 
for transmission 
from Saint-Asslse 


and automatically 
passes them on 
across the Atlantic. 
This station is 35 times as ^power- 


ful as the Eitiel Tower station. In 
addition to messages sent 
to New 
York, direct communication has al- 
ready been established with Argentina 
and China, and when 
the post is 
completely equipped it will be clear- 
ly heard In the remotest recesses of 
Alaska and the southern extremities 
of South America. The French con- 
structors of the plant aay the system 
used is sex-eral years In advance of 
that of the United States or of Ger- 
many. The wires are supported on 
seven pylons each 820 feet high.
